and rye, and finally adopted the Kan­ 
sas City. Chicago and Southw estern 
m arket grad ss on milomaize and kaf­ 
fir corn. 
They also m ade some m ate 
rial concessions by granting part of 
the

m ens’ 
dem ands 
for 
changes in wheat tests. 
There were, however, five demands 
made by the Chicago grain men for 
changes in w heat gradings that were 
not granted. 
Steps were taken to 
bring an agreem ent on those five 
points of difference by the autnoriza- 
tion of a strong com m ittee of five, 
which will call a conference with the 
Illinois, M innesota. Missouri and K an­ 
sas state commissions and prom inent 
beards of trade. 
At this m eeting an 
effort will be made to get an agree­ 
m ent on these five grades of wheat. 
The first of the refusals w’as of the 
demand of the Chicago grain men to 


raise tho test w eight of >To. 2 w hite 
w inter w heat from 56 to 57 pounds. 
Another denial was of the dem and 
th at No. 2, 3, and 4 hard w inter w heat 
may contain a maximum of 25 per 
cent red w inter wheat. 
The national convention refused to 
raise the test weight of No. I haul 
spring w heat from 58 to 59 pol­ 
and No. 2 N orthern spring wheat from 
57 to 57Vi pounds. 
The convention indicated th at it. 
would grant an additional one pound 
in the test weights of velvet chaff 
w heat grades, but refused to accede 
to the demands of the Chicago men to 
raise the w eight test approxim ately 
three pounds.

for Joining in Petition in In­ 


voluntary Bankruptcy 
H. H. Hitch, of this city, through 
W. VV. Bane, as his attorney, makes 
an unusual plea in defense of a suit 
brought by the M. A. Hanna Coal 
Co., to recover pay for coal sold to 
him. 
The answer, which is on file 
in the office of the clerk of the dis­ 
trict court, admits the purchase and 
th at there is an amount of $400 un ­ 
paid on tile account, but sets up as 
a defense that the contract for coal 
was contrary to public policy and 
therefore void. 
Mr. Hitch, in his affidavit, alleges

Issues the Following Statement 


to People of State 
The board appointed by Gov. Eber- 
hardt to take charge of the Johnson 
Memorial fund, met and organized In 
St. Paul and Issued the following 
statement printed below. 
The Dis­ 
patch has received and forwarded to 
St. Paul the sum of $3 2 for the fund, 
and at the request of tire board will 
continue to do so until Nov. 1st, ack­ 
nowledging by publication, the re­ 
ceipt of all monies received therefor. 
All friends and admirers of Gov. 
Johnson's greatness who desire to 
contribute to the fund, may do so 
through The Dispatch. 
The state­ 
ment is as follows: 
“ To the People of Minnesota: 
“ The members of the Board ap­ 
pointed by Governor Eberhardt to 
take charge of Hie Johnson Memorial 
fund met at St. Paul October 4th, and 
effected a permanent organization 
under the title. “ The Governor John 
Albert Johnson Memorial Commis­ 
sion.” 
“ It is evident that no practical con­ 
sideration could be given to the ques­ 
tion of tile form of the proposed me­ 
morial until the amount at the dis­ 
posal of the Commission could be 
approximately determined. 
As this 
is essential and peculiarly a popular 
and spontaneous movement, it was 
felt that no solicitation should be 
used, but that an opportunity should 
be given to every man, woman and 
child in the state to contribute. The 
memorial will have its profoundest 
significance as an expression of the 
universal respect and affection in 
which Governor Johnson was held by 
Ii is fellow citizens. 
For this purpose, 
it is not so important to secure the 
greatest possible sum of money as to 
secure Hie widest possible participa­ 
tion. 
Therefore the Commission re­ 
affirmed in its Articles the original 
policy of the movement as begun in 
the newspapers that individual con­ 
tributions should in all cases be lim­ 
ited to one dollar and that smaller 
amounts will be welcome. 
But due 
credit is to be given, not only to the 
individuals, but to the localities from 
which the contributations are re­ 
ceived, and to the organizations and 
newspapers through which they are 
transmitted. 
Thus the final calcu­ 
lations will show the amounts re­ 
ceived from each county, town and 
city, and also the amounts paid in 
through each association, business 
firm or newspaper. 
It is important that the campaign 
be closed at the earliest date con­ 
sistent with the necessity of universal 
publicity. 
The Commision therefore invites 
and requests active and immediate 
co-operation in offering the oppor­ 
tunity to contribute, 
in each lo­ 
cality, systematic wrork should be 
done and the lists should be circu­ 
lated by those who desire to share in 
the testimonial expression. Churches, 
schools, labor unions, fraternal and 
other organizations, employers of la­ 
bor— above all, the newspaper guild, 
of which Governor Johnson wras a 
loved and honored member— are in­ 
vited to see that the opportunity to 
contribute is given to each person in 
their several spheres of influence. 
The Commision adopted a resolu­ 
tion expressing the desire th at not 
less than $25,000 should be contrib­ 
uted promptly, in order that the fund 
may be closed on or about November 
1st. 
It was thought that this would 
be the minimum sum necesasry to 
provide a worthy memorial and it is 
hoped that the amount contributed 
may largely exceed that figure. 
“Finally, it is requested th at all 
contributions be forwarded through 
local newspapers (by which they will 
be publically acknowledged) prompt­ 
ly to the treasurer, B. F. Nelson, No 
728, Security Bank Bldg., Minneapo­ 
lis.

is $13,300. 
The treasury department estimates 
that if the national banks all re­ 
sp o nded to tile request that approxi­ 
mately $94,000,000 in this five-dollor 
bank notes would be issued. 
This 
would relieve Hie demand for five 
dollar silver certificates and these in 
turn would be replaced by $1 certifi­ 
cates, t Ii is giving that amount of 
small hills. 
Out west mush silver is used, hut 
the farther east one goes the more 
the demand is for bills of small 
denomination.

Montreal has many good buildings, 
beautiful churches and magnificent 
cathedrals. 
There is a high hill or 
mountain near the middle of the city. 
Take a street car and go to tile foot 
of the hill and then an clavated rail­ 
road and go to the top and you get 
a good view of the city. 
Most OL tile 
travel between Montreal and Quebec 
is by boat. 
Boats leave either city 
for the other at seven o’clock p. rn., 
and reach the other city in the morn­ 
ing. 
The trip being made in the 
night, I preferred to go by rail. 
One 
afternoon at 1:30 I took the Cana­ 
dian Pacific train for Quebec, and 
reached that city at 6 p. in., a dis­ 
tance of 181 miles. 
I got into a 
hack and told the driver to take me to 
the Chateau Frontenac. 
When I 
reached the hotel, I registered and 
asked about a room. 
The room clerk 
told me everything was full but he 
would give me the first one vacated. 
I went into the cafe and got supper. 
I stayed around the hotel until about 
eleven p. rn., then wrent to the clerk’s 
office and asked him about the room. 
He answered, “ Nothing vacant yet.” 
Twenty or more ladies and gentlemen 
were around the office waiting for 
rooms so I went to several hotels and 
finally found a room.

back to the Chateau Frontenac and 
asked the room ch rk if I could get 
a room.

would call it bluff if it was along the 
Mississippi river but I never heard 
the word “bluff” used there. 
It is

more than 150 feet of apparently 
solid rock. 
On top of this hill and 
near the edge stands the Chateau 
Frontenac.

dred towering pines. 
The day rid 3 from El Portal in­ 
cluded glimpses of Yosemite valley 
from Inspiration and Artists* Points, a 
pursuit of the tumbling waters of the 
Merced river into tho valley floor and 
a winding narrow climb to a height 
of 7,000 feet at Hie crest of moun­ 
tains which shut in the wonders of the 
Yosemite. 
News that mountains lions were in- 
fetsing the park held out hope of ad­ 
venture for a time, but not even the 
tracks of one was seen on the road. 
The president declared that it was 


otic of the most enjoyable days of his 
life. 
It was the first glimpse of the 
Yosemite 
and 
the 
impressive sur­ 
roundings. the bracing mountain air, 
the freedom front speech-making all 
contributed to the pleasure of the first 
day of roughing it in 
the 
Sierras. 
This outing carne just in time, for the 
president was pretty well tired out 
when he left San Francisco. 


Answered President’s Questions.
